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GENERAL CONFUSION 
Air Force headquarters has again warned 
commanders in the field against describing 
Russian air strength in superlative terms. 
But this isn’t proof that the top echelon isn't 
surprised and concerned by Russia's rapid 
buildup of technologically advanced air pow­ 
er. Censorship was never so widespread in 
the Defense Department in any previous 
peacetime era. 
General Twining, Air Force Chief of Staff, 
has intimated that Soviet air powder gains 
may force the U. S. to step up its own air 
goals in order to stay ahead. He notes that 
the 137-wing program appeared sound when 
it was devised two years ago, but suggests 
that new Russian advances be taken into ac­ 
count in reviewing the nation’s air strength. 
If further expansion should be found ad­ 
visable, General Twining is satisfied that the 
nation’s aircraft production base is sufficient­ 
ly broad for rapid utilization. 
An important factor behind the Air Force’s 
new’ sense of urgency is reported to be the 
realization that Russia now' has an intercon­ 
tinental bomber along the lines of the Boeing 
B-52. Soviet ability to build so complicated a 
craft implies that they have acquired skills 
and knowledge that puts them on the brink of 
greater developments. 
But if the public is confused w'hen it is told 
that Russian air might is rapidly becoming 
more formidable, only to read the next day 
that the Air Force has slapped down an of­ 
ficer for saying so, it appears to be in the 
same &tate that most persons in Washington 
are in.

When the pioneers came to Rush County 
around 1820 the land here was completely 
covered by the primeval forest. But now*, ac­ 
cording to a booklet published by the Amer­ 
ican Forest Products Industries, Inc., only 
4 per cent of the county’s area is w’ooded. 
Only one other county in Indiana has less 
forest area than Rush County and that is 
Benton, w'here there w'eren’t many trees in 
the beginning. Another county that is tied 
with us for second fewest wooded acres is 
Clinton, where just about all the available 
land is occupied by coal mines. 
The actual forest area as reported in the 
booklet is 2,000 acres for Benton County and 
11.000 each for Rush and Clinton Counties. 
In contrast, neighboring Franklin County 
has 72,000 w'ooded acres, Fayette (a little 
more than half our area) has 19,000, Decatur 
22,000, Henry 19,000, Shelby 16,000 and 
Hancock 15,000. 
It will surprise you, we think, to learn that 
urban Marion County has twice the w'ooded 
acres that we have and that Lake County, 
popularly visualized as a sort of “continuous 
city,’’ has 30,000 acres of woods, or nearly 
three times as much as Rush County. 
Little Brown County has 146,000 of its 
207.000 acres in forest. Other counties with 
more than 100,000 acres in forest — all 
located in the southern part of Indiana — are 
Crawford, Greene, Harrison, Jackson, Law- 
rence, Martin, Monroe, Orange, Owen, Perry 
and Washington. Perry County’s 149,000 is 
tops but its total area is considerably larger 
than Brown County. 
When the Indiana Territory was opened 
there were 19,840,000 acres of forest. Now 
there are only 4,103,000 with the bulk sit­ 
uated in the hilly downstate section of the 
state.

W’ASHINGTON (JR — Is it constitutionally right and 
fair for the government to fire a federal employe as 
a security risk without letting him confront his ac­ 
cuser or even know who he is? 
The Supreme Court had a chance to give a final 
answer Monday. But it took a detour. Someday it 
may face the question again. Meanwhile, the gov­ 
ernm ent can continue using secret informants in 
security cases. 
Critics have condemned this practice. They argue 
a man whose job and future are at stake should be 
allowed to face and cross-examine his accuser. But 
the Justice Department says secret informants are 
sometimes necessary for national security. 
Under both Presidents Truman and Eisenhower 
government officials have been free, whenever they 
wished, to fire a man on the basis of testimony from 
witnesses the man might never be allowed to see 
or know. 
In May 1953, Dr. John P. Peters, senior professor 
of medicine at Yale University, was fired as a part­ 
time consultant to the U. S. Public Health Service. 
He had denied he was a Communist and officials of 
his own agency had previously cleared him. 
The Loyalty Review Board reopened his case and 
decided he ought to be out of the government on 
grounds of questionable loyalty. But even the review 
board didn’t know who some of his accusers were. 
He appealed to the federal courts, raising the 
question of constitutionality in the use of secret wit­ 
nesses. Monday the high court said it wouldn’t give 
a ruling on 
a 
constitutional question 
including 
P eters’, unless it had to. It found another point on 
which to decide Peters’ case. 
It said the Loyalty Review Board had no right to 
dig into his case after officials in his own agency 
had cleared him. The court said the board had been 
set up to hear appeals from federal employes fired 
by their own agencies, not to go opening up cases 
of people found to be all right by their own agency. 
Since the Peters firing, the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration has abolished the Loyalty Review Board, set 
up under Truman. A man fired as a security risk by 
officials of his own agency now has no appeal unless 
he goes to federal courts.

WASHINGTON (At — The House 
ticketed for quick approval today 
a bill to raise the pay of the na­ 
tion’s 500,000 mailmen an average 
of 8 per cent each. 
This would add an estimated 164 
million dollars yearly to the postal 
payroll. Present wage scales were 
fixed in 1951. 
President Eisenhower vetoed a 
previous 8.6 per cent pay hike and 
the veto was subtained in the Sen­ 
ate. 
Eisenhower said that raise 
was too large and that the bill 
failed to correct existing inequities 
in pay scales. 
This time, however, an 8 per 
cent raise is reported to be ac­ 
ceptable to the President.

INDIANAPOLIS UP — A Cincin- 
nati-St. Louis toll road proposal 
cleared a legal obstacle Monday, 


indicating a southern Indiana feasi­ 
bility survey could be started. 
But a group of Illinois legislators 
prom ptly began c o n s i d e r i n g 
changes in 
their toll road law 
which could bring new barricades 
for the interstate project. 
An Indiana Toll Road Com m is­ 
sion spokesm an said a decision by 
the U.S. Suprem e Court opened the 
way for a survey to determ ine 
whether a turnpike across southern 
Indiana would pay its way. 
The court reaffirm ed its ruling 
of a week ago that the Illinois toll 
road law is valid, despite objec­ 
tions from property owners against 
a proposed toll road around Chi­ 
cago. These 29 citizens of Cook, 
Du Page and Lake counties pro­ 


tested seizure of their lands for the 
road, 
which would link Indiana 


with Wisconsin.

But a special com m ittee of nine 
Illinois state representatives sta rt­ 
ed discussions Monday night on 
possible am endm ents to their 1953 
ToU Road Act. 
One 
of the discussed 
am end­ 
m ents would take away the gover­ 
nor’s veto power over toll road 
routes and give it to a legislative 
commission. O ther plans would re ­ 
quire Senate approval of appoint 
m ents to the Toll Road Com m is­ 
sion and provide for court review 
of comm ission decisions. 
The governors of Illinois, Indiana 
and Ohio agreed in Evansville last 
F ebruary to conduct prelim inary 
surveys to find w hether a Cincin­ 
nati St. Louis turnpike would be 
feasible. The Indiana State Board 
of Finance recently approved a 
loan of State Highway D epartm ent 
money to pay for a prelim inary 
study.
